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DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . Acknowledgement is made of applicant's information disclosure statement. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed October 28, 201 1 have been fully considered but they 

are not persuasive. 

The applicant argues that the prior art, Punjabi (US 2004/0228327), is not in the 
same field of endeavor and therefore could not be combined with Sun and Tsuchiya 
(Remarks of October 28, 201 1 , page 1 5 line 31 - page 1 6 line 7). The examiner 
respectfully disagrees. Punjabi teaches the use of video codes and relates to image 
processing (paragraphs [0023]-[0024]). 

The applicant argues that the combination of Sun in view of Tsuchiya in further 
view of Punjabi changes the principle (Remarks of October 28, 201 1 , page 16 lines 8 - 
1 6). The examiner respectfully disagrees. Punjabi only provides a modification through 
an alternative to achieve a means of optimizing video quality. 

The applicant argues that Sun does not teach using the filter information to 
determine filter operations that are appropriate for the quality or bitrate of the encoded 
video data, wherein the filter operations are for the identified one or more types of filters, 
and wherein settings defined by the control information for the post-processing filtering. 
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the decoder can adjust the filter operations depending on processing cycles available to 
the decoder (Remarks of October 28, 201 1 ; page 1 6 lines 31 - page 1 0). The examiner 
respectfully disagrees. Sun teaches performing post-filtering on the decoder side 
(paragraph [0094]).
